Sri P Sundarayya — Our difficulty is this So many suggestions 
atid so many things come Government gives so many assurances and 
the Assurances Committee's report says that out 1,003 only 100 answers 
are received So my feeling is first of aM whether the officials of the 
department concerned attened the Assembly when a particular busi- 
ness is being done That itself becomes doubtful Even if they 
attend are they taking notes of the Minist=^rs' assurances other things or 
are they getting a copy of the Assembly proceedings and then acting ^ 
But that procedure IS not being adopted mspitc of repeated requests 
Unless that is done, every time we raise a question here and again we 
are to wnte to the hon Minister, it goes on like that 

Mt Speaker —Usually, as you say, whenever serious allegations 
like this are made, 1 feel it is the duty of the Government to take 
action But if they do not like action, again, you can bnng it to the 
notice of the House
